partment at noon, and is being translated. 


Washington, August 14.—A high government 


official said today that the indemnity which the United 
States would demand of China for every American 
citizen killed or maimed during the present trouble 
would be sufficient to support the families of those 
killed comfortably for the rest of their lives. 


The government does not want a province, town, 


village or single square foot of Chinese territory as 
indemnity. A demand of money idemnity will be 
the only proper one, besides assurances such state 
of affairs as these will never again occur. 


If Tuan is proved to have ordered the outrages, 


•severe punishment will be accorded him. 


If it is shown that the orders for hostilities 


were issued by the empress or emperor, their depo- 
sition is certain, and another government will be 
set up 


San Francisco, August 14.—The Ninth Cavalry 


will sail on the transport Warren Thursday with a 
lull complement of officers and men. Owing to the 
large number of officers who occupy quarters on this 
transport no women will be permitted to sail. Many 
officers who planned to take their families to China 
will be disappointed. Sergeant and forty of the 
signal corps have arrived here from Fort Meyer, Va., 
and will be sent to China. 


Paris, August 14.—A dispatch from the French

Chaffee Eeports the Occupation of Ho Si Wu Last Thursday, 


pected Opposition by the Chinese Failed to Materialize 


Should Be Only Few Miles from Pekin Today

been left behind. 
The battle of Yang 


Tsun was fought on the 6th, and the 
advance on Ho SI Wu was accomplished 
en the 9th, a march of 18 miles In, three 
days. 
At the same rate of progress, 


Cbaffee ta even now fairly wtthm. strik- 
ing distance of the walls of Fekin.

w&a a consummation which the ww de- 
partment had awaited calmly, and stir- 
ring as thojtews was that the American 
Zeros was now Bearing; the gates of the 
Imperial dty, Secretary Root and Ad- 
jutant General Corbin evinced no sur- 
prise, as tt accorded with calculations, 
llthough the advance has been much 
•lore rapid than was expected.

vance beyond Ho SI Wu. It was deemed 
hardly likely tbe march to Pekin should 
have been made since teat Thursday. 
fc.t the rate of progress, six miles a day, 
mad* from Yang Tsun to Ho Si Wu, it 
urould still leave the International forces 
Bine miles from Pekin up to yesterday. 
Viewed from any standpoint, the ad- 
vance to Ho SI Wu was of the utmost 
Importance, not only strategically, but 
also In showing that communicatlonvwas 
open back to Chefoo, that the expected 
Opposition from the Chinese 
hordes 


had not been sufficient to prevent _the 
steady forward movement, and In the 
Influence It would exert upon the Chi- 
nese government 
Brief as the dispatch 


Is, it conveys much information be- 
yond that specifically contained In its 
few words. 
As It has taken five days for General 


Chaffee to report the advance to Ho Si 
Wu,' it Is evident that wire communi- 
cation is not open to the front. This 
was hardly to be expected, and the safe 
arrival of the message at l«ast shows 
that a certain measure of communica- 
tion Is open. One of the chief sources «f 
congratulatlon'among officials la that 'he 
fancied hordes of Chinese have not ma- 
terialized, or at least have not prevented 
it's International column from drawing 
clo^e to the gates of Ptskin. 


Shortly after this dispatch arrived 


another message from General Chaffee, 
far more lengthy, gave the melancholy 
result of the fight at Yang- Tsun, 
The 


casualty list is given on the detail, with 
th» additional information that the 
dead had been burled at Yang Tsun, and 
that the wounded had been s«nt back to 
the hospital at Tientsin. 


The reply of the United States go\em- 


inent to China's overtures of peact, 
which was made public yesterday, shows 
tae, firm and final position that has been 
t^Jten. While expressing satisfaction 
at this pacific step, the reply states that 
tt Is evident that "there can be no g'n- 
«ral negotiation between China and the 
powers" so long as the ministers and 
le-gationers are restrained and in dan- 
ger. Then follows a specific statement 
of what the United States expects as a 
condition precedent to a cessation of 
hostilities, viz.: that a body of the relief 
force be permitted to "enter Pekin un- 
molested" and escort the ministers back 
to Tientsin. 


It developed that the reference 10 "the 


powers," employed in the American re- 
p'y, was not without a distinct men i- 
Ing. Exchanges between the various 
powers have been going on constantly, 
and as a result the officials had the satis- 
faction of knowing late in the day that 
the position o.f the United States had the 
approval and support of all the great 
powers. While thi« had not been ex- 
pressed in any formal manner by all the 
parties, yet the exchanges in the chan- 
cellories of Europe and through the 
foreign representatives in Washington 
bad made it positive that the powers 
Were acting unitedly In approval of the 
course of this government- 


AMERICANS SHELLED 


JJYJUSSIAN GUNS 


London, Aug. 11—A Yang Tsun dis- 


patch, dated Aug. 7, giving details of tha 
capture of that place, gays: The Rus- 
sians and French he4d the left, the Brit- 
Ish the left center, the Americans the 
right center and the Japanese the ex- 
treme right. The British and Americans 
advanced on the village at a rapid rate 
for 5000 yards under a severe shell and 
rifle fire. The Rusatena opened and the 
British-American advance became a 
race for positions, culminating In a 
brilliant charge. 


The heaviest loss of the day was sus- 


tained by th» Americana, the Four- 
teenth infantry having 9 kill«d, 61 
wounded and several missing. The 
Bengal Lancers unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to cut oft the Chinese retreat,

Commenting-, upon the American reply 


to the Chlnesre overtures, The Daily 
News saya: Hhe reply is more concilia- 
tory than that of M. Delcasse, and, In 
some respects, it is a little ambiguous. 
Still its substance is the same. It may 
be observed that .the United States gov- 
ernment does not seam to separate It- 
self from the allies. 


AJl the small arras ammunition used 


by 'the allies will be In accordance with 
the recommendations of the peace con- 
ference, none being explosive or expand- 
ing. The drain of China and South 
Africa upon England's stores-is so great 
that every private firm has been en- 
listed to help the government supply the 
demand and. to restore the reserve, which 
Is much below par. Ail the great am- 
munition firms are working night and 
day in their efforts to meet the govern- 
ment's wishes.

NEW ENGLAND CHOPS. 


Favorable Conditions In Northern Districts, 
but Drought Prevails in Southern States. 
Boston, Aug. 14.—The United States 


department of agriculture, New Eng- 
land section, climate and crop service of 
the weather bureau, issues the following 
bulletin for the weekending Aug. IS: 


In the northern districts there ha« 


been a marked Improvement in the con- 
ditions of growing crops. The week has 
been characterized by much cloudiness 
and rain. The uncut grass has now be- 
come almost worthless. "Wheat and 
oats, which are now ripening in northern 
New England, promise a heavy yield. 
Corn, though late, is making splendid 
growth. Late potatoes and beans ara 
affected in a few instances by rust. 
Grasshoppers are committing serious 
depredations In some localities. 


In the three southern states the pros- 


pects are not so satisfactory. The ex- 
cessive heat of the week and the gener- 
ally light rainfall have Increased the 
drought. Many are feeding cows from 
the barns, because of poor pastures. 
Streams are so low as to greatly restrict 
the water supply. Corn continues fav- 
orable, tubers are making little growth. 
The tobacco crop is heavy. 


Hungarian grass is making a good 


growth everywhere. Pastures in Maine 
are excellent; in Massachusetts, medium; 
In Connecticut, poor. Rowen has mada 
a light growth In both Massachusetts 
and Connecticut, but the late mown 
fields of New Hampshire, Vermo.nt and 
Maine are making a rapid growth. 


Fruit continues to drop from trees, 


but not so extensively as In the two 
we*ek3 preceding. Grapes are plentiful. 
Early apples are more abundant th^,n 
late varieties; of the latter, tbe Baldwin 
Is the most promising. Blackberries 
are yielding well in Massachusetts and 
Vermont. One report from Connecticut 
Btates that the pear and peach trees are 
bending and breaking beneath 
their 


weight of fruit. 


The onion crop is reported to be g\3Od 


In Vermont. Tomatoes in Massachu- 
setts are ripening rapidly and are of a 
good quality. The late rains have great- 
ly benefited turnips and celery. 
Late 


potatoes continue to do well, except in 
the dry areas.

Foreign- j 
ers learning English know better than 
to waste years over books; they simply 
"chatter" and learn one word and ex- 
pression after another, and become 
familiar with them by constant repeti- 
tion, with the result that in a few 
months they can speak and write our 
language sufficiently well for all prac- 
tical purposes.—London Mail.

)P»y Dirt Nat Only Richer, bat A»- 


•tiys HtSfher, Than That of Nome or 
Diiwsou — Room There For Many 
Thousand*—Climate Severe In Win- 
ter, but Healthy. 
Charles R. Clow, who has Just re- 


turned from the Koyukuk district of 
Alaska, brings a flattering report of the 
conditions in the new goldflelds. Not- 
withstanding that it has been but three 
years since gold seekers discovered 
that the Koyukuk was abundant with 
the precious ore, Mr. Clow says that a 
conservative estimate of the output for 
this year is from $1,000,000 to §1,500,- 
000. 


This is the first season that has 


brought paying results, a condition ac- 
counted for from the fact that It re- 
quires about three years to develop a 
new mining district to the stage where 
It may be regarded as productive. Mr. 
Clow "left Chicago about three years 
ago, becoming one of the early settlers 
of the Koyukuk district He has 
watched its development with great in- 
terest aud believes that It will have a 
marvelous future. 


Mr. Clow has several claims, but as 


tlic-y arc yet undeveloped he cannot 
give an estimate of what they will 
yield him. Every claim thus far has 
brought splendid returns, however, and 
it is a<afe pi-edictlon that he will real- 
ize handsomely from 
his 
venture. 


Whether he will return to Alaska Is a 
question which he was debating when 
seen recently by a reporter of the Chi- 
cago Times-Herald at the home of his 
father, James B. Clow, at the Plaza. 


"The Koyukuk is an immense dis- 


trict, and there is room there for thou- 
sands of people," he said, "but a. man 
has no business going in there without 
a good roll of money, for under no oth- 
er circumstances can he expect to get 
returns. It is a mistaken Idea that all 
one has to do Is to walk in there and 
carry off the gold. It is not standing 
around in sacks with tags on them. A 
man needs about $1,000 in order to get 
through a winter. That amount will 
just about pay for his provisions, and 
It is possible that even a larger sum 
than this would be needed." 


Here Is the regulation bill of fare for 


the Koyukuk country, and any one 
who contemplates moving there may 
do well to take note of its limitations 
as to variety and the apparent lack of 
limitations as to price: Flour, $8 per 
barrel; sugar, 25 cents per pound; ba- 
con, 50 cents per pound; rice, 25 cents 
per pound; oatmeal, 2o cents per 
pound; cornmeal, 15 cents per pound; 
all canned goods, 75 cents per pound. 


Mr. Clow says that these prices close- 


ly conform to those of Dawson City. It 
Is much more difficult to get provisions 
Into the Koyulruk district than to Daw- 
son City, but the consequent tendency 
toward a higher price Is counteracted 
by the fact that no duty Is placed upon 
the provisions for .the Koyukuk. 


"Myrtle creek, Slate creek and Gold 


creek," continued Mr. Clow, "are the 
three streams where gold is found in 
paying quantities. When I left there 
were 18 claims In operation on Myrtle 
creek, which is wonderful for a new 
mining country. Every one of them Is 
yielding pay dirt from 50 cents to $1.90 
a pan. A pan is an ordinary shovelful. 
That Is marvelous when you consider 
that 6 cent dirt Is considered rich. If 
there is much of that $1.90 brand, 
those who are taking It out will not 
have to work long to accumulate a for- 
tune. An ordinary shovel can take 
out 1,500 pans In ten hours. The dust 
assays $18.40 an ounce as against 
$14.50 for that secured at Dawson. 
This Is a great difference, much greater 
than one might suppose, unless he did 
a little figuring. 


"Bettles la the name of the settle- 


ment in the district and is second to 
Dawson. There were about 50& set- 
tlers In the town when I left The 
Alaska Commercial company has a 
large store In Settles, and that one coa- 
cern will place in stock 700 tons of pro- 
visions for the winter. The Alaska 
Exploration company of San Francisco 
and the North American Trading and 
Transportation company will soon es- 
tablish branch stores there. Bettles 
will be a good town within a year. 


"To prove that this district of Alaska 


Is healthful I need only to say that 
among the 1,200 people that inhabit it 
there have been but four deaths in two 
years. I refer only to deaths from dis- 
ease, for there have been a few cases 
of death from freezing. That record is 
hard to beat The climate Is severe in 
the winter. It gets as low as 72 de- 
grees below zero, but oae does not wor- 
ry over that. My own health has been 
excellent, and I have suffered none of 
the hazardous experiences that come to 
some who go Into Alaska. 


"It Is true that discouraging reports 


of the Koyukuk country have been cir- 
culated, but they were started by a 
crowd of gamblers and others of unsa- 
vory reputation. They came there, a 
whole boat load of them, but they 
found It a prohibition town and unsuit- 
ed to their purposes. Not being a prof- 
itable location for them, they left, and 
It was a good thing for the town that 
they did. The meu who have settled 
upon the claims there are of a good 
class, and It Is to be hoped that they 
will remain Industrious rather than to 
go loafing and gambling. 


"The cost of transportation from St. 


Michael's to Bottles Is $200, which per- 
mits of taking 150 pounds of baggage, 
but no provisions. It Is 900 miles from 
St Michael's to the mouth of the Koy- 
ukuk river and 800 miles from there to 
the mines. With ordinary gool luck the 
distance te covered in 16 days."

A, Cowboy Conquered the 
Thr»e 


Winded Irou Mounter That Wo aid 
Have Wrecked the Ship After tUu 
Crew Had Failed to Subdue It. 
Daring the gales of last winter more 


than 20 tramp steamers were lost. Ten 
were never heard from ajter leaving 
pore. More than 160 broke their shafts. 
lu over a score of inbtuuees they also 
lost their propellers and were aaved from 
being overwhelmed by st,-a anchors, which, 
held their heads to the combris, aud a 
liberal use of oil, \vhich smoothed down 
the crests. Some of the underballasted 
trumps from British ports, which in 
pleasant we^thor make the voyage to 
Sandy Hook in 15 days, were 35 days 
and 40 days breasting the grgiit winter 
gales. Two of them rolled their funnels 
ont, and another spent 15 days either at- 
tempting to make her way through the 
crested billows or wallowing iu the 
trough. Ciilflike waves, breaking iu cat- 
aracts over her weather bow or leaping 
aboard amidships, carried away all her 
lifeboats. She rolled at an angle of near- 
ly 45 degrees, the rolling period being 12 
or 15 times a minute, for hours and hours 
together. 
During these 15 days the 


weary skipper found, when he had a 
chance to make an observation, that the 
ship had made 140 knots leeway. In 
this tumultuous period very few of the 
officers were able to get any sleep, except 
the merest catnaps. The food was hard- 
ly fit to eat through bad cooking, the 
cook being unufcle to work properly, and 
the water, impregnated by the searching 
brine from invading seas and spoondrift, 
did not do much toward quenching thirst. 


The perils of the underballasted tramp, 


steaming to the -westward with head 
gales lashing the seas into fury, furnish 
the marine reporters of nearly every At- 
lantic seaboard city every winter with 
columns of vivid stories. 
The tramp 


skipper is undaunted by the appalling 
dangers of his underpaid profession. The 
business of following the sea is the only 
one he knows anything about, and ha 
must either risk starvation on shore or 
boldly face the manifold dangers of a 
rover of the oceans of the world, which 
little notes the loss of a tramp steamship 
here and there. When a tramp skipper 
loses his job—he never gives it up—there 
are a dozen or more applications for it 
despite its perils and its meager pay. 


All the smaller tramps that visit porta 


without faciliti* for providing or repair- 
ing machinery carry, usually on the main 
deck aft or between decks, a spare pro- j 
peller. There have been several instances ] 
in which tramps with these extra propel- 
lers have just escaped destruction in 
heavy weather. A little British tramp 
that came into New York from the Med- 
iterranean several years ago had a spare 
propeller made fast between decks aft. 
One night, when she ross within a few 
days of Sandy Hook, plunging and roll- ' 
ing iu a cyclone, the propeller broke from ' 
its lashings and began thundering about 
the deck. The only illumination aboard 
ship was by means of flickering kerosene 
lamps. The skipper and several of his 
crew went down into the gloomy space 
between decks and made an effort to 
check the erratic flight of the three wing- 
ed iron monster. 


They were armed with wooden and Iron ', 


bars and pieces of dunnage, which they ' 
tried to use as levers. It was difficult to 
keep the ship's head up in the swell. She 
persisted in dropping off, and every time 
she rolled th« demoo of a propeller rum- 
bled across the steel deck to no:t or star- 
board, threatening to smash ^through the 
ship's side. The skipper sent one of his 
men to the bridge to tell the officer in 
charge to try to keep the ship's head up, 
the movements of the propeller being less 
dangerous while the ship was pitching, 
but she wouldn't answer her helm. The 
mass of metal stopped at timee just long 
enough, to allow the skipper and his ad- 
venturesome men to get within reach of 
it. Then it stirred like a sentient thing 
and appeared to spring at them. They 
saved themselves from injury by- Jumping 
aside or leaping over it. 


At last, as the ship lurched heavily to. 


port, the propeller whirled down the in- 
clined deck and smashed against the side. 
One of its blades went through a plate. 
It hung for a moment against a rib of 
the ship; then, loqseping itself as the 
ship rolled and heeled to starboard, it 
bowled athwartship again. A fountain 
of sea water spurted through the hole 
made by the propeller blade as the tramps 
rolled to port again, and the propeller 
j 


slid that way. A few more holes in the 
ship's side would have caused her to take 
in so much' water that she would have 
been in danger of foundering, and the 
skipper began to wish, that the propeller , 
had gone all the way through and drop- 
ped into the sea. 
| 


There was one passenger aboard the 


tramp, a stout young 'fellow who had ex- 
perience as a cowboy on the Texas plains. 
He had heard the booming of the 8Q»r« 
propeller, and he went to the skipper and 
volunteered to check it ia its mad course. 
At first it revealed itself only dimly to 
him, 
a huge, batlike shadow, under the 


faint and unsteady glow of the kerosene 
lamps. 
After the cowboy had become 


somewhat accustomed to the gloom and 
hnd spent a few moments dodging the 
propeller he took a lasso, which he made 
of a hawser, and with the unerring aim 
of an expert bull puncher he rung one of 
the blades with the noose. He made a 
turn with the other end around a winch, 
about amidships, and the propeller was 
subdued. Then the skipper and hfe men 
fell upon it as if it were n living thing, 
and with beuraa and bara and chains and | 
ropes they made it so fast that ull the j 
storms of the north, Atlantic could not j 
have broken it loose again.—Samuel A. |

SHORTHAND WRITING! 
' 


Accuracy Is of Mnch More Impoi* 


tance Than Speed. 


"Speed is by no means tiM moet 


necessary thing in shorthand writing," 
explained an experienced stenogra- 
pher, "but with spme teachers it is 
rnade the great consideration, often 
at the expanse of everything else. The 
big thing In shorthand is legibility, 
for there are many who can write 
fast enough, but who are unable to 
tell whit It means after It has grown 
cold. I have been a stenographer, de- 
pending entirely on Jt for my living, 
for 25 yeass. During that'tlme I have, 
of course, picked up some knowledge 
on the subject. I have been the 
stenographer for two cabinet officers, 
four assistant secretaries and three 
or four senators. Incidentally I have 
worked for a year as the private sec- 
retary of one of the big bank presi- 
dents in New York city. 


"All of this experience has proven 


one thing very conclusively, and that 
la that there is no necessity for any 
stenographer who does amanuensis 
work to write over 120 words a min- 
ute and in 09 cases out of 100 no ne- 
cessity to write over 100 words a min- 
ute. 
Indeed, I know of at least 25 


stenographers who are drawing the 
largest kind of salaries as private sec- 
retaries who have assured me that 
they have never been required to aver- 
age as much as 80 words. Under these 
circumstances it seems strange that 
some teachers of stenography will ex- 
cite pupils to write 150 to 200 words 
per minute and endeavor to make them 
believe that such a railroad speed 19 
a necessity. Such a practice does 
actual Injury, for It discourages many 
from even learning a moderate speed. 


"There have been Instances where 


It may have been necessary for stenog- 
raphers to be able to write over 200 
and more words a minute, and there Is 
a legend hanging about the senate 
chamber that General Hawley, for 
10 or 12 minutes in a speech, once 
spoke 225 words a minute. The aver- 
age speed of senators in speeches does 
not reach 110 words and In dictating 
letters rarely reaches 100 words."— 
Washington Star.

VOICES OF GREAT ORATOR8. 


How They Controlled Them In Im- 


panaioncd Speech. 


Henry Clay's reputation as a great 


| public speaker arose largely from his 


sonorous voice and well rounded periods. 
Thomas Oorwin, who was a greater 
speaker than he, dealt more In humor, of 
which he was the most conspicuous mas- 
ter that ever appeared in American pol- 
itics. He always thought, not without 
cause, that his very readiness to con-miss 
an audience with laughter detracted from 
his ^ame and gave tile solemn, sonorous 
speaker, like Clay, great advantage with 
the reputation makers. 


Caleb B. Smith had a lisp in his speech, 


which, however, was scarcely distin- 
guishable in the rapid fire of his clear, 
soprano utterances. Smith was not great 
oo the printed page, but as a popular or- 
ator on ths stump he had no superior and 
few equals. Cassius M. Clay roared like 
a railway speeding over a long trestle, 
but in the rumble his words were at a 
little distance indistinct. Itvwas not so 
with Smith. As far as you could hear 
the ringing tones of his voice you could 
distinguish his words and follow the line 
of his thought, although he spoke with 
much greater rapidity than Clay. George 
W. Julian spoke slowly and distinctly. 
He was the best master of the weapons 
of irony and sarcasm the seaate ever pro- 
duced. \ bitter word grew terrible £K it 
fell from his lips. 


D. W. Voorhees was the orator of 


I lofty flight and startling simile. 
His 


voice could accommodate itself<to every 
change of thought or mortification of feel- 
ing. 
He conld strew flowers one moment 


or revel in the haunts of desolation and 
denth in the next. 
His voice was his 


servant. n»d he was mo.-e the actor than 
the logician. 


Mortem vi as an image breaker. When 


other wen v.lon^kt fanciful creations of 
frail n>'t'cnals, finished in beautiful pat- 
terns, his merciless logic, heightened by 
the wonderful depth and force of his 
vojfe, went crashing through them to 
make plain the truth which they had ob- 
scured. 


Tho power of his voice was so great 


that when he used to read his keynote 
speeches, holding the sheets open in his 
hand before him, not one person in twen^ 
ty of the thousands who heard him knew 
at the time or would afterward believe 
that he was reading a caiefully prepared 
oration rather than speaking from the in- 
spiration of the 
hour. — Indianapolis

tumultuous than ever, utterly uncon- 
scious of the incidents nronnd him, plBy- 
ed on as fast and as frenzied as ever. At 
last, about 2 a. m., seeing Saint-Saens 
playing with more ardor than ever, the 
master of the house, completely over- 
come with fatigue, became desperate and, 
laying his hand on the composer's shoul- 
der, said, "I beg pardon, my dear sir, but 
pray are you not a little fatigued?" 


Saint-Saens replied, withont leaving the 


piano, "not in the least," and, to show 
how fresh he was, struck Into a new im- 
provisation with wilder enthusiasm than 
ever. The host gave up, stole out of the 
room and went to bed. At daybreak 
Saint-Saens rose, gravely bowed to the 
tables and chairs and went home, com- 
pletely ignorant that the chairs and ta- 
bles had been for hours his only audi- 
eace.

Boston and Maine Officials Here to<j 


Consider Change. 
Lighting 


the Tunnel 


the Boston & Maine tofok con- 


trol of the Fltchburg, the officials of 
the former i*oad have been conaidering 
the question of the tunnel fan and its 
future. As reported in this paper some 
time ago, the plan has been to make a 
change this fall, either by increasing 
the power V>f the motor, or by install- 
ing a larger fan, so that the work of 
clearing the tunnel can be done more 
effectively. 
No decision 
has 
been 


reached by the Boston & Mainle offi- 
cials, who have been at the tunnel sev- 
eial times to make inspections. The 
fan is now working well, keeping the 
tunnel comparatively free of smoke 
and p-ases, but It is nbt felt to bei ade- 
quate to doing the work satisfactorily 
at all seasons of the year. 


A change has been made in the run- 


ning time of the fan. It is now started 
at 7 in the morning, instead of 8, as 
formerly, and is stopped during the 
noon hour, thus running the same num- 
ber ot hours a day as formerly.

No one would suppose that it Is pos- i 


eible to hold a glowing coal on a piece 
of linen or cotton without burning the 
cloth, but that such can be done is easy . 
for any one to prove, and at the same 
time the experiment teaches an impor- 
tant natural law. Every child knows , 
that the telephone and telegraph wires ' 
are made of copper because that metal ' 
is a good conductor of heat and elec- 
tricity, which is only another form of 
beat. If a poker is heated In the fire, i 
you pick up a cloth to bold the outer 
end, although it has not been In the 
flre, because experience has taught you 
that the heat Is connected through the ' 
metal from the flre to the outer end. 
> 


This experiment with the flaming 


coal is based upon this principle and 
the additional one that linen and cot- 
ton are poor conductors of heat Take 
a globe of copper and draw a piece of 
cloth tightly over it so that there Is 
not a wrinkle at the top. If the linen 
or cotton Is closely woven, the trick la 
all the more certain. 
Then, holding 


the cloth tightly in place, you can safe- 
ly put a glowing cool on top of the 
cloth, and, while It burns fiercely, the 
cloth will not even be scorched. 


The reason Is that the great conduc- 


tivity of the copper draws the heat of 
the coal before It can burn the clr 
Do not try this experiment wit 
good handkerchief first, for if the cloth 
Is not tightly drawn It may burn, but . 
take some worthless piece of linen or 
inuslln, and after, you are certain of 
your experience you can astonish your 
friends who do not know the secret—

later by their' comrades and carried off 
the field in a dying condition. Happily 
both recovered. The Baer was General 
Botha.

THE OEBEAL OF FIEE 


MYSTIFYING RITES CELEBRATED BY 
i 
THE ORIENTALS. 


Walking With Bare F««t Over Flam. 


; ins Stones and Emerging Front the 


Pit Cnbnrned—Dr. Hoclten Saw Thi« 
Doae and Deccrtbea the Act. 
Andrew Lang, who has written ex- 


tensively on myths, rituals and strange 
human practices, has made a collection 
of stories that remind one of the ex- 
periences of Shadrach, Meshach and 
Abednego. In India, Japan and a num- 
ber of the south sea islands a custom still 
survives which is known as the "fire 
walk." 
Sometimes it is prefaced with 


incantations, and it is usually followed 
by a feast. The religious part of the 
ceremony is conducted by priests. The 
origin of the custom, both in respect to 
time and place, ia apparently unknown, 
but it is possible that the rite has now 
lost some of its earlier significance and 
detail. 


The essential feature of tbe perform- 


ance, at least from the point of view of 
the uninitiated, is walking barefoot over 
a bed of stouos that have been rendered 
red or white hot by fire. The stones are 
laid at the bottom of an excavation like 
that prepared in New England for a 
Rhode Island clntnbake. Logs are cut 
into suitable lengths and piled over the 
rocky foundation, and these are then ig- 
nited. From four or five hours to a day 
is consumed in this part of the prepara- 
tion, which has been preceded, of course, 
by the work of digging the pit or oven 
anu -UTanging its rocky foundation. The 
embers having been hastily raked off 
and a redhot or white hot surface having 
been exposed, several men descend into 
the oven and walk more or less leisure- 
ly across the stones. Jn most cases they; 
suffer no apparent harm. 


• One of the narratives was presented to 
the New Zealand institute in 1898 by Dr. 
•T. M. Hoeken and describes a scene 
which he witnessed in one of the Fiji 
islands—Mbenga, 20 miles south of Suva. 
Through the co-operation of civil officers 
'and the steamship company the small 
clan on Mbenga that still possess the 
wonderful power was persuaded to give 
an exhibition, and several whites accom- 
panied the doctor. One of them, a gov- 
ernment meteorologist, carried a ther- 
mometer that would register up to 400 
degrees F. 
When these guests arrived 


on the scene, they found hundreds of na- 
tives assembled in characteristic Fiji cos- 
tume. The preparations had been under- 
taken long enough in advance to avert 
any delay. The oven was 25 or 80 feet 
long and 8 feet broad and was shaped 
like a saucer. The deepest part of the 
depression was 15 feet long. The visitors 
saw the stones yet covered with embers, 
which were removed in their presence by 
means of long poles bearing loops of 
green withes. 


Walking beside the pit before this Btaga 


of the proceedings, the man with the 
thermometer recorded, a temperature of 
114 degrees. After the stones were un- 
covered he hung his instrument out over 
the center of the oven, six feet above the 
stones, whereupon the mercury rose to 
282. The solder was melting, and tite- 
instrument was liable to be ruined if left 
in that position any longer. What the 
temperature was on the stones them- 
selves can only be conjectured, but Dr. 
Hoeken declares that they were "white 
hot" and that low flames from small 
coals between the stones could be seen 
leaping up around them, 
i Two of the men who were to walk 
through tbe fire were examined by Dr. 
Hoeken before their daring act. They 
iwore garlands about the neck and waist. 
Their feet and legs were entirely bare. 
fhe soles were soft and flexible, showing 
that they had no£ been rendered perma- 
nently callous in any way. In order to 
detect chemicals that .might have been 
applied for this occasion the doctor did 
not hesitate to use touch, smell and taste. 
He licked the natives' feet with truly sci- 
entific zeal. But no explanation of what 
was to follow could be discovered. Final- 
ly, at an appointed signal, the seven or 
eight natives who took part in the per- 
formance came down in single file to the 
oven and then walked across the stones 
from one end to the other of the pit. 
They spent less than half a minute there. 
Immediately after they emerged Dr. 
Hoeken again inspected their feet, but 
could find DO sign of burning or blister- 
ing. 


Another historian mentions a fire walk 


In which the passage was made no less 
than five times. Miss Teuira Henry re- 
counts similar incidents in the Polynesian 
Journal, and adds that her own sister and 
a niece also walked over the stones. Mr. 
Lang picked up storieb of the practice in 
Japan, where several women pretended 
to have done the same thing, although 
corroborative evidence is lacking. 
1 An Englishman who tried the experi- 
ment himself, and was accompanied in 
his undertaking by three of his fellow 
countrymen, furnishes Mr. Lang with a 
short account. He is Colonel Gudgeon, 
British resident on one of the Society is- 
lands, Baiatea. The glowing stones on 
this occasion afforded a path 12 feet long. 
The act of walking over them preceded 
the ceremony of cooking the ti plant and 
was first performed by a priest and his 
attendant. 
They went down into the 


oven, bearing branches of the ti tree. On 
leaving the pit the priest offered a bifur- 
cated branch to Colonel Gudgeon, saying, 
"I hand my power over to you." The at- 
tendant did the same to one of the other 
whites. The remaining two Englishmen 
held no ti branches, but merely walked 
behind Colonel Gudgeon. 


Three of them escaped without harm. 


The fourth, who, by the way, looked 
backward,"after starting, was somewhat 
burned. Green branches of ti were thrown 
on top of the stones an hour later and 
took fire; tills fact affords a hint of the 
heat. Yet Colonel Gudgeon says: "I felt 
something 
resembling 
slight electric 


shocks, and the tingling sensations con- 
tinued hours, afterward, but that was all. 
The tender skin of my feet was not even 
hardened by fire." 


All such ventures do not result so hap- 


pily. Several accidents are reported. At 
Benares, for instance, the Walkers were 
burned enough on one occasion to be 
Bore for two days. The Brahman master 
of ceremonies explained, however, that 
"the control of the fire was not so com- 
plete us usual, because the images of the 
sanctuary had been defiled by the touch 
of Mohammedans in the crowd." Sub- 
sequently at 
Benares, 
when sacred 


Images were carried through the fire and 
a cocoannt was thrown into the oven, 
three Hindoos who were observing the 
spectacle ran against one another ond 
fell into the pit. It is alleged that they 
escaped unharmed.

TIje> Story of One of Muntaieiry'B Fa- 


mous Paintings. 


Many an incident m the cateer of 


Michael Schroeder — created Baron Mun- 
kaczy in the Hungarian nobility— was 
a pitiless illustration of the truth of 
Dryden's line that great wits are sure to 
madaess near allied and tbln partitions 
mark the bounds of separation. 


His marvelous and fantastical career 


both as man and as artist was marked 
by a hundred episodes that might have 
been construed as evidence of an unbal- 
anced mind, bat it was not until bis rea- 
son became hopelessly elond«d that the 
world realized in how tremulous a bal- 
ance had hung the intellect which had 
given it three pictures which won for 
their painter fame, riches, decorations, 
titles and a devoted regard such as is 
bestowed upon very few men in any walk 
of life. 


Hie weird methods of conceiving and 


working ont bis pictures never btd a 
more startling illustration than in the 
case of his moat famous canvas, "Christ 
Before Pilate " This picture, widch is 20 
feet long and 12 feet high, contains more 
than 40 figures. AH the figures save one 
were sketched in with a rapidity almost 
maniacal between dawn and twilight of 
one day. The one space remaining empty 
was that reserved for the figure of Jesus, 
and it remained so many days whils 
Mnnkaczy worked on the other figures. 
As he approached the oasis of white can* 
vas left untouched by his blazing colors 
the artistic and devotional fervor grew 
upon him, and he shut himself away 
from the sight of man that he might in 
perfect solitude and silence realize bis 
conception of the Man of Sorrows. 


When the picture was finished and had 


brought him worldwide fame, he always 
insisted that while be was sitting alone 
and lost in a profound reverie a white 
vision floated before bis eyes and passed 
into the onpainted apace on the canvas. 
The painter, shaking with excitement, 
sprang forward and with trembling hands 
painted in the figure which had come to 
him like the phantasmagoria of a dream. 


However the inspiration for that dead 


white figure, net amid resplendent crim- 
sons and pnrplns, came to him, we all 
know what its effect upon the world wjs. 
It is estimated that 3,000,000 people &w 
it in the course of its triumphant tour 
among nations.
